Lillian  passed  the  UO,  160, 
and  175  words  per  minute  tests 
while  studying  court  reporting  un- 
der the  direction  of  Miss  laAcille 
Hallam.  After  two  quarters  of 
practice  and  study  this  year  in 
Prof.  Dean  Peterson’s  court  re- 
porting ciaM,  Lillian  passed  the 
200  words  per  minute  test. 

Prof.  Dean  Peterson  estimated 
that  there  have  been  only  about 
200  such  awards  given  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  cpntest.  Lillian  is  now 
qualified  to  be  a court  reporter, 
but  she  intends  to  graduate  and 
then  teach  shorthand  in  high 
school. 

The  medal  will  be  presented  to 
her  at  the  BYU  faculty  award 
assembly  on  May  17.  It  is  a gold 
disc  with  a diamond  in  the  center, 
the  disc  being  suspended  from  a 
small  rectangle  bearing  the  num- 
ber 200.  which  represents  bhe  200 
words  which  she  took  per  minute.

Syracuse  teacher  seeks  to 
abolish  grading  system 


Some  people  don’t  or  won’t 


Some  people  never  lec»n. 

But  this  shouldn't  apply  to  college  students. 

Some  people  don't  want  to  learn. 

» And  this  too,  should  be  inapplicable  to  those  who  are 
•ottending  a higher  institution  of  learning.  But  here  ot 
Brigham  Young  University,  there  are  evidenlces  of  both  of 
the  above  traits. 

The  yedir  is  nearly  ended,  and  despite  all  the  plead- 
ings, all  the  discomfort  and  ill  will  it  has  caused,  the  un- 
democratic principle  of  k,  seat-saving  is  still  prevalent 
on  caifipus. 

But  that's'  not  the  only  evil  people  have  failed  to 
recognize  and  correct.  Students  may  still  be  seen  whizzing 
down  the  second  east  hill  on  bicycles — in  the  face  of  pro- 
hibitive signs,  admonitions  by  the  faculty,  and  reproving 
stares  of  their  fellow  students. 

Evidently  the  totals  show  that  there  are  a number  of 
unthinking  people  on  campus  who  never  learn — or  who 
don't  want  to  learn.  Either  stituation  is  deplorable. 

We've  considered  more  than  once  ignoring  the  piles 
of  books  and  coats  on  empty  seats,  and  sitting  in  them  any- 
way— especially  when"  we've  paid  money  for  those  same 
seats,  and  feel  as  entitled  to  them  as  the  next  fellow. 

There  s a group  of  students  on  campus  who  are  trying 
to  instigate  an  honor  system.  We  hope  it  works,  but  before 
it  does,  we'll  bet  they  have  to  teach  some  students  how 
to  learn — and  teach  others  the  desire  to  lecwn.  Until  then 
— well,  just  take  a look  around,  and  that's  safe  advice, 
especially  if  you're  a pedestrian  on  the  hill,  or  a person 
who's  lookH^  k»  a seek  somewhere.

SYRACUSE3,  N.  Y.,  (I.  P.) — A cj^l  for  the  abolition  of  the  present 
method  of  grading  students  have  bemi  sounded  by  r>r.  Maurice  E. 
Troyer  of  Syracue  University’s  Evaluation  Service  Center.  According 
to  E>r.  Troyer,  "Traditi<maUy,  the  major  objective  of  educators  in 
grading  students  ahs  been  to  {M’onouncc  a judgement  or  derive  a 
grade.  But  liie  main  purpose  should  be  to  improve  learning.” 

As  a result  of  evaluation,  every  student  should  see  his  strengths 
and  weaknesses  more  clearly  Ui  order  that  bis  next  efforts  may  be 
directed  with  enlightenment  he  suggested. 


Dr.  Troyer  also  listed  two  « 


First,  he  said,  in  order  to  make 


areas  that  needed  housecleaning. 


grades  more  meaningful,  a student 


should  be  graded  according  to  his  ability  to  learn.  "A  grade  of  'A>  he 
reported,  “may  represent  extraordinary  achievement  of  a student  of 
mediocre  ability,  mediocre  achievement  of  a student  of  superior  ability 
or  poor  achievement  of  the  potential  genius.^ 


Secondly,  IDr.  TVoyer  suggested  that  “since  most  of  the  decisions 
we  face  m life  outmde  of  school  are  made  by  us,  not  for  us,”  it  would 
be  appropiiate  if  one  of  the  maj<H-  objective  of  education  was  to  help 
st^ents  make  better  decision. 


“It  is  not  easy  to  choose  wisely  a>n  educational  program  or  voca- 
tion,” Dr.  Troyer  said.  “Having  made  these  majof-  decisions,  success 
will  depend  on  ability  to  discover  and  weigh  evidence  pertinent  to  a 
host  of  minor  proWems.”  He  added  that  he  believes  the  goal  of  coi- 
leges  and  univerinties  ihouid  be  the  development  of  such  competence.

Colby  College  raises  grade  requirements 

WATERVIIaLE.  me,,  (I.  p.) — The  Interfraternity  Council  at 
Colby  Colleg^  recently  chajiged  the  70  per  cent  scholastic  require- 
ment  for  initiatiem  into  a fraternity.  The  new  rule  states:  “A  pledge 
to  any  fraternity  must  achieve  at  least  a 1.50  ratio  of  quality  points 
to  semester  hours  in  the  semester  preceding  his  initiation.” 

Quality  points  are  computed  as  the  product  of  semester  hours 
credited  for  a course  and  index  numbers  (A4,  B3,  02,  Dl).  The  total 
number  of  the  quality  points  is  divided  by  15,  the  number  of  semester 
hours  per  semester. 

For  example,  a student  receiving  three  C’s  and  two  IXs  would  be 
eligible  under  the  new  system.  Three  semester  hours  times  two  (index 
number  of  a C)  times  three  (number  of  C's)  equals  18.  Three  times 
one,  (index  number  of  D)  times  two,  (number  of  D’s)  equals  six. 
The  total  number  of  quality  points  is  24.  This  number  divided  by  15 
is  1.6,  or  slightly  more  than  the  required  1.5  ratio.  The  change  in 
the  ruling  was  necessitated  by  a ^large  number  of  freshmen  pledges 
whose  first  semestea-  average  was  below  the  70j>er  cent  requirement. 


Wdfrw  agamsf  over-use  of  reaction  form 


KALAMAZOO,  MICH.,  (IP.) — Warning  that  over-use  ©f  student 
reaction  forms,  which  give  students  a chance  te  exfH-ess  reaction  to 
the  instruction  they  receive  at  Western  Michigan  College  of  Edu- 
cation, would  decrease  the  effectiveness,  a faculty  committee  recom- 
mends that  reaction  sheets  should  be  used  about  onoe  every  three 
years,  in  each  course  taught. 

Dr.  Leonard  C.  Kercher,  -soeiology  department  head  and  ehairman 
of  the  faculty  committee,  declares  that  he  found  the  system  very  ef- 
fective Ml  the  years  during  which  it  has  been  in  use  in  his  depart- 
ment. He  feels  that  it  can  be  a success  if  both  the  faculty  and  ttoe 
students  are  willing  to  cooperato. 

The  use  of  student  reaction  fwnw  he»e  i«  e<»»pletely  voluntary 
on  the  part  of  individual  instructors.  New  instructors  arid  faculty 
members  offering  new  courses  would  eepeciaUy  benefit  from  the  pro- 
gram, the  committee  feels.

The  student  government  course.  ' 
one  of  the  ^irst  of  its  kind  given 
for  credit  in  the  nation,  has  as  its  [ 
ultimste  gosd  the  writing  of  a 
manual  on  student  government.  | 
The  students  have  ea^ih  written 
to  several  universities  across  the 


United  Slates  in  quest  of  informa- 
tion on  which  to  base  the  compar- 
ative study,  he  said.  The  infor- 
mation requested  includes  a copy 
of  the  constitution,  a qualified  re- 
port of  the  functioning  of  such 
phases  of  campus  life  as  student 
loans,  operation  of  union  building, 
election  of  officers,  alumni  or- 
ganisation and  other  pertinent 
items,  he  added. 

In  addition  to  the  comparative 
study  now  going  on,  students  in 
the  course  are  making  a detailed 
study  of  the  BYU  stisient  consti- 
tution, the  proposed  Honor  Code. 


and  are  studying  other  phases  of 
' university  life  and  governing  i»ow- 
' er  such  as  the  organization  of  the 
university  and  the  tradflions  of 
the  campus. 

Analysis  of  the  constitution  of 
the  Associated  Students  and  the 
Associated,.  Men  Students  and  the 
Associated  Women  Students  iS 
now  occupying  the  class  and  some 
reports  on  student  government  on 
other  campuses  are  also  coming 
in. 

The  comparative  study  and  the 
manual  on  student  government 
will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the 
quarter.

After  spending  Saturday  afternoon  at  the  annual  Invita- 
tional track  meet  at  the  Cougar  stadium  I'm  not  sure  whether 
I saw  a three  ring  circus  or  a superb  track  meet.  Around  the 
oval  the  boys  were  clipping  off  the  220,  the  440  and  the  Century; 
in  the  pits  others  were  pole-vaulting,  high-jumping,  and  broad- 
jumping; while  in  the  west  field  still  others  were  hurling  the 
javelin,  tossing  the  discuss  and  putting  the  shot. 

However,  on  thing  yvos  certcrin.  The  Invitationol  was  a suc- 
cess. When  the  scribes  on  the  dailies  in  “the  city"  say  the  meet 
“has  no  parallel  in  the  Western  U.  S.“  and  “ranks  No.  1 in  the 
Intermountain  area  " I believe  we've  got  something.  Anyhow, 
thank  you  Mr.  Chapman.  It’s  nice  io  hear  something  nice  about 
the  Y from  up  iK>rth. 

Some  300  Intermountain  track  and  field  stars  competed 
in  the  events  before  cm  appreciative  crowd  of  arourid  3,000. 
Sucb  big-name  athletes  as  Lloyd  LaBeach,  Ben  Douglas,  George 
Guide,  Herb  -McKenley,  JoiT^er  Montez,  and  our  own  Clarence 
Robison  really  gave  the  crowd  their  money’s  worth. 

LaBeach,  the  Jamacian  flash,  stole  top  honors  for  the  day 
as  he  streaked  down  the  cinder  path  in  the  220  with  a time 
of  ;20.3,  equalling  the  world’s  record  set  in  1936  by  lesse  Owens. 
LaBeach  thrilled  the  crowd  with  his  unusual,  but  beautiful  and 
effective  start.  Rather  than  start  his  sprint  with  usual  three  or 
four  short,  choppy  gaits,  he  started  out  in  full  stride,  placing 
his  rear»foot  well  to  the  rear,  and  pushing  himself  forward  into 
his  full  gait  with  one  tremendous  surge. 

In  the  special  mile  exhibition  event,  Robison  led  Texas 
Mines’  Montez  around  the  track  to  an  impressive  time  of  4;24,8. 
Still  a Jong  way  from  the  proverbial  four-minute  mile,  but  rank- 
ing with  the  best. 

Ben  Douglas,  University  of  Pittsburgh  protege,  broadjump- 
ed  23  feet;  LaB^ch  gallop^  across  the  century  in  9,5  to  equal 
the  best  time  for  that  event  on  the  Cougar  track;  and  George 
Guida,  Villanova  ace,  and  Dave  Chadwick,  BYU  cinder  star, 
made  impressive  showings  m the  440  and  100-yard  dash. 

Only  two  new  records  were  placed  during  the  day  in  spite 
of  the  near  perfect  conditions  of  the  track.  In  the  Class  A high 
sc^Kx>I  880-yard  relay,  South  High  cut  off  .2  seconds  for  a time 
of  1:33.0  to  beat  Ogden's  record  set  in  1941.  lim  Erz,  Ogden, 
put  the  shot  for  44  feet  8 inches  for  a new  All-Atound  champion- 
ship record.  The  previous  mark  was  44  feet  4 mches  set  by 
Jensen  of  Payson  m 1935. 

Lex  McKee,  a senior  in  Millard  High,  captured  top  laurels 
in  the  All-Around  High  Sdiool  Championship  with  impressive 
showings  in  six  of  the  nine  events.  He  captured  first  places  in  the 
Century,  pole  vault,  and  javelin  toss,  besides  tieing  for  first 
places  in  the  high  jump,  200-yard  low  hurdles,  and  the  broad 
jump.  A pretty  line  cril-oround  reced’d.

Roylance's  throw  of  216  feet  , 
established  a new  state  record  in 
the  javelin  event.

208  75  feet  which  was  set  by 
Clarence  Gehrke  of  Utah  in  1940. 

The  Aggies  for  the  most  part 
completely  dominated  the  meet 
with  the  Cats  from  Provo  winning 
only  three  first  places.

Debt  collection 
by  Uncle  Sam 
explained  by  VA 

The  policy  governing  the*Waiver, 
ronipromise  and  collection  of  vet- 
erans' debts  to  the  Government  1 
resulting  from  payment  by  VA  to  I 
lenders  on  defaulte<l  GI  loans,  has 
been  announced  by  the  Veterans 
Administration. 

A committee  on  waivers  and 
compromises  is  being  established 
in  each  VA  regional  office  with 
authority  to  determine  in  each 
case  whether  all  or  part  of  the 
amount  paid  in  settlemeiit  of 
veteran’s  defaulted  loan  is  to  be 
waived,  colleited  or  otherwise 
adjuste<). 

A similar  committee  will  be  aet 
up  in  Wa.shington.  D.  C,  Central 
Office  with  original  jurisdiction 
in  cakes  involving  over  g2..*VOO. 
The  committee  will  al^o  pasa  on 
appeals  from  de«'tsions  of  the  reg- 
ioiml  office  committees. 

Under  the  GI  Bill,  where  VA  has 
make  good  on  Its  guarantee  of 
a veteran’s  defaulted  loan,  the 
amount  constitutes  a debt  owed 
by  the  veteran  to  the  government. 
However.  VA  has  authority  to 
waive  or  compromise  all  or  part 
«»f  such  indebtedness  if*  the  facts 
«jid  circumstances  warrant. 

VA  said  that  the  liebt  would  be 
waived  only  in  meritorious  cases. 
Such  a case  is  described  as  one 
in  Which  the  veteran  is  fouml  to 
b«-  with(lut  fault,  where  recovery 
Would  be  inequitable,  and  where 
enforcetl  payment  would  restill  in 
undue  hardship  om  the  veteran  or 
kis  family. 

Where  tJ*e  debt  is  not  waived. 
Va  said  its  collection  policy  will 
be  to  avoid  undue  hardship  on  tbe 
Veteran  or  his  family,  based  upon 
his  ability  to  repay.  Heductions 
from  other  VA  benefit  payments 
•“  eompensations.  pension,  stibeisl- 
enee  allowances  or  insurance  divi- 
(kmds  will  be  made  to  apply 
aigainst  the  loan  indebtedness  only 
when  authorised  by  the  coaamit- 
%ee. 

Since  the  Gj  loan  program  be- 
gan in  1S44.  VA  has  paid  claints 
agwiast  guaranteed  loans  totaling 
only  SlO.000.000  oa  behalf  of  so«m- 
veterans.  More  than  hah 
were  m connection  with  btwnness 
VtHns.
